W HEREAS several Acts of Parliament, lierein-after called Preamble. 

the Constabulary (Ireland) Acts, have been from Time to Recital of 
Time passed, and are now in force, to consolidate and Conatabu- 
amend the Laws relating to the Constabulary Force in Ireland, that llUT Acts ’

Short Title I. This Act may be cited for all Purposes as “ The Constabulary 
Of Act. (Ireland.) Act, 1858.”

III. In addition to the Number of Officers and Men of the Con- 
stabulary Force in Ireland, authorized by the Constabulary (Ireland) 
Acts to be appointed, the Lord Lieutenant may at his own Discretion 
appoint, in respect of the Police District of Dublin Metropolis and of 15 
the Borough of Belfast, such a Number of Officers and Men as he 
may from Time to Time consider to be required: Provided, that 
the total Number of such additional Officers and Men which shall be 
wholly chargeable on any Fund which has been or may from Time 
to Time be provided by Parliament for such Purpose shall not in any 20 
One Year exceed the Numbers specified in the Schedule (A.) to this 
Act annexed ; and the Pay and Expenses of the Residue of the Sub- 
Inspectors, Constables, and Sub-Constables to be appointed for the said 
Metropolitan Police District and for the said Borough respectively 
shall he defrayed from and out of any Funds applicable to the Sup- 25 
port of the Police of the said Metropolitan District and the said 
Borough of Belfast respectively, and the Monies from Time to Time 
granted by Parliament for the Constabulary Force of Ireland, in the 
Manner and Proportions and at the Rates fixed by the said Act of 
the Eleventh and Twelfth Years of the Queen, Chapter Seventy- 30 
two, Section Four; and the Officers and Men so appointed shall 
become and be to all Intents and Purposes Part of the Constabulary 
Force of Ireland, subject to the like Control of the Inspector General 
and Provisions in respect of Distribution and Removal and Dismissal, 
and with the like Powers of Re-appointment in Cases of Vacancies by 35 
Death, Removal, or Resignation, and shall be charged with the like 
Duties, Powers, and Authorities, and shall take the same Oaths and 
become subject to the Deductions in respect of the Superannuation 
and Police Reward Funds, and to the like Penalties in all respects as 
the Officers and Men of the Constabulary Force. 40
